He will succeed Jose Ramos-Horta, who 
has served in that capacity since February 2013 and who concluded his assignment 
on 30 June 2014. I should like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to 
Mr. Ramos-Horta for his dedicated service with the United Nations and his effective 
leadership of UNIOGBIS. 

I should be grateful if you would bring this matter to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
